My understanding is that a TL transformer type balun does what it does both 
due to it's TL nature (which I don't fully understand) and also in 
accordance with conventional transformer theory (which isn't too tough to 
follow.) 


I've gotten the impression from somewhere that the exact impedance of the 
bifilar pair isn't too important except at pretty high frequencies (PHF). 


In Intro to Radio Frequency Design, Hayward says, 


"Low frequency performance of transmission line transformers is almost 
completely dominated by conventional transformer action." 


I'm not sure what he means by "low frequency" but I have the general idea 
it's what we think of as HF. 


Regarding your question, some general guidelines from the same book are, 


"A normal twisted pair of plastic covered wire with only a few twists per cm 
will have an impedance near 100 ohms. A tightly twisted pair of 
enamel-covered wires will have a characteristic impedance close to 50 ohms. 
Lower impedances are synthesized by winding two or more lines on a core. 

The windings are then paralleled at the ends." 


For those with the book, this stuff comes near the end of section 4.5. 


For the experimentally inclined, wind one bifilar xfmr with tightly twisted 
enamel wires and hook a 200 ohm resistor to the Hi-Z end and your MFJ-259 or 
equivalent to the other and see that you get 50 ohms. Then do it with a 
Ssloppily constructed bifilar pair. And finally with entirely separate 
windings. From 3 to 30 MHz. Report results and become famous on QRP-L.
